Shutters go down on 
the speed cameras 


EVERY speed camera in the 
county is to be switched off a 
week today, police have con¬ 
firmed. 

However, the 40 redundant yellow 
camera shells across Northampton¬ 
shire are likely to remain in place for 
some time as Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council draws up a programme to 
remove them. 

The decision came after Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council withdrew its 
£1 million a year funding from the coun¬ 
ty’s Casualty Reduction Partnership 
last month. 

The partnership - made up of police, 
the county council, the fire service and 
other agencies - is to be scrapped on 
March 31, the same day the county’s 40 
speed traps will be switched off. 

As well as the static speed cameras, 
two average speed checks, including one 
along Lumbertubs Way, in Northamp¬ 
ton, will also be switched off. 

As part of the partnership, the speed 
cameras are owned by the police, who 
will collect them on March 31. 

However, the camera housings them¬ 
selves are the responsibility of the 
county council. 

A spokesman from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council yesterday said 
there were currently no plans to take 
down the camera housings immediately 
after they were switched off. 

The County Hall spokesman said: 
“We will be decommissioning the safety 


camera housings over a period of time 
but at the moment have no definite pro¬ 
gramme in place. 

“There are no legal issues with the re¬ 
tention of the camera housings and it is 
believed their presence could continue 
to act as a deterrent.” 

Chief Inspector Sean Bell, from North¬ 
amptonshire Police’s specialist opera¬ 
tions, said a vastly-reduced number of 
speed checks will be maintained. 

He said: “Northamptonshire Police 
will continue to operate a small mobile 
safety camera service, but all fixed and 
average speed camera systems will be 
switched off on March 31. 

“There will be four mobile camera 
vans in operation after April 1, and they 
will be positioned where they are opera¬ 
tionally required.” 

This week the Government intro¬ 
duced a raft of new driving proposals, 
including the introduction of roadside 
drug-testing kits, and called for greater 
law enforcement from police. 

Chief Inspector Bell said: “We will 
be continuing with the annual drink- 
drive operations during the winter and 
summer, as well as continuing our Fatal 
Four campaign that focuses on the main 
offences that lead to serious collisions. 

“We will also continue with other, 
regular drink-drive operations through¬ 
out the year.” 

The Fatal Four issues identified by 
police are driving under the influence 
of drink or drugs, using a mobile phone, 
speeding and not wearing a seatbelt.

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Sewage runs 
into homes

A ROW of houses has been 
left severely damaged af¬ 
ter blocked drains caused 
sewage to flood into fam¬ 
ily homes. 

Residents in Waypost Court, 
Lings, Northampton, watched in 
horror as a flood of waste dam¬ 
aged their properties on Friday 
night. 

It is thought the sewage leak af¬ 
fected around six homes and resi¬ 
dents said the mess had still not 
been cleared up. 

Raj Thanki, aged 31, said he 
was visiting his mother, Kam- 
leshi, aged 57, at her home on Fri¬ 
day when sewage began to flood 
out of the downstairs toilet, and 
within 10 minutes the whole of 
the bottom floor was covered with 
dirty, smelly water. 

He said not enough had been 
done to clean the property since 


and that his mother’s furniture 
had been left outside to dry. 

He added: “My mum’s home is 
now a serious health risk. There’s 
a lot of damage and things like the 
plasterboard need to be replaced 
where all the sewage has soaked 
it. The house stinks and the fur¬ 
niture should not still be outside. 
It’s unhealthy and unclean and 
anyone could make off with it. 

“Not enough has been done to 
solve this problem. My mum’s 
having to put up with it and that 
shouldn’t be the case. 

“She has nowhere else to go so 
she has to stay where she is in 
these extreme circumstances.” 

Neighbour John Kennedy, aged 
52, claimed his wife and grand¬ 
daughter had become ill as a re¬ 
sult of the sewage. 

His son Andrew, aged 27, added: 
“It was horrific and disgusting 
when the sewage started flooding 


in. The worst things is now the 
house is hazardous and unsafe.” 

Antony Innes, from Anglian 
Water, said the flooding hap¬ 
pened because a sewer became 
blocked by a mixture of fats and 
oils which had been poured down 
drains and things that had been 
wrongly flushed down toilets. 

He added: “Since the flood¬ 
ing, Anglian Water has done all 
it can to help contractors on site 
throughout the weekend. 

“Some householders have ar¬ 
ranged for cleaning through their 
insurance companies, but where 
people have asked us to help, 
those contractors have been busy 
cleaning, disinfecting and drying 
out affected properties. 

“We were on site again Monday 
afternoon, visiting some of the 
affected homes, assessing dam¬ 
age and seeing what more we can 
do to help.”

Bus passes: 
all change 



BUS tokens and conces¬ 
sions for companion trav¬ 
ellers will be phased out 
as the county council takes 
over Northamptonshire's 
concessionary bus passes. 

Due to a change in Government 
policy, from Friday, April 1, North¬ 
amptonshire County Council will 
take over responsibility for ad¬ 
ministering the concessionary 
bus pass scheme from borough 
and district councils. 

In addition to changes to the 
service and the locations from 
which the passes can be obtained 
and renewed, extra benefits such 
as travel tokens and concessions 
for companion travellers will be 
phased out. 

Councillor Heather Smith, 
cabinet member for highways, 
minerals and waste, said: “The 
Government has decided that 
top-tier authorities should be the 
ones responsible for administer¬ 
ing the concessionary bus pass 
scheme, so the service should be 
streamlined. 

“However we are receiving less 
money from Government to do 
this, which means funds are not 
now available for the ‘add-ons’ 
that were provided in some bor¬ 


ough and districts. 

“In order for us to run this 
scheme we need to provide a uni¬ 
form service across Northamp¬ 
tonshire and in the current finan¬ 
cial climate and with the money 
provided from Government, what 
we are proposing is the only op¬ 
tion.” 

Mike Barlow, chairman of the 
Northampton branch of Bus Us¬ 
ers’ UK, said: “In regard to trav¬ 
elling companions I think it is 
something that was enjoyed but 
is not an essential factor. 

“I think people will understand 
that in the present economic cli¬ 
mate this is one of the sacrifices 


that has to be made. Obviously 
we don’t welcome it but we un¬ 
derstand the reasons why. The to¬ 
kens were a lifeline in some areas 
where there is no adequate bus 
provision, as where there is no 
readily available bus service, peo¬ 
ple can use taxis and trains with 
the tokens. 

“Route 86 has now gone, so it 
is taking 80 minutes instead of 
10 minutes to get from Rother- 
sthorpe to Northampton. It is 
the people in rural areas who are 
going to be worst affected by the 
cuts to bus services.”

ROYAL Wedding fever 
has so far failed to grip 
Northampton with only 
six street party applica¬ 
tions submitted across 
the whole of the bor¬ 
ough. 

The slow uptake, despite the 
relatively simple application 
process, means Northampton 
Borough Council has said it 
will now consider applications 
up until April 8, after origi¬ 
nally asking for a minimum of 
four weeks’ notice. 

Daventry District Council 
has received only three ap¬ 
plications while South North¬ 
amptonshire Council has re¬ 
ceived 10, with the majority 
submitted last week. 

The two councils have also 
extended their deadlines to al¬ 
low for any last-minute street 
celebrations. 

Lord Lieutenant of North¬ 
amptonshire, Lady Juliet 
Townsend, said she hoped the 
extra time would mean resi¬ 
dents across the county would 
get planning. 

She said: “I think it’s one of 


those things that people tend 
to leave to the last minute. 

“But I hope this extra time 
will mean more people will get 
involved. Everyone should be 
encouraged to throw a party. 

“It will be a lovely occasion 
to get together, any excuse for 
a good party. 

“Residents should be cele¬ 
brating exactly how they want 
to. 

“I think people have been a 
bit put off because they think 
there is a lot of red tape in¬ 
volved, but that isn’t the case. 
In fact it’s very simple and peo¬ 
ple may be surprised at that.” 

Lady Juliet will be a guest at 
the wedding of Prince William 
and Kate Middleton, but is also 
helping to organise a celebra¬ 
tion in her home village of 
Charlton, near Banbury. 

She said the occasion would 
be a “real treat”. 

The couple, who announced 
their wedding in November 
last year, will be married on 
Friday, April 29, which has 
been made a public holiday to 
allow the country to join in the 
celebrations.

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Fears over 
sex cartoon 


A GROUP of moth¬ 
ers in Northamp¬ 
ton has started a 
campaign to raise 
awareness of "ex¬ 
plicit" material 
which is being used 
to teach sex educa¬ 
tion to children as 
young as five. 

Concerns have been 
raised about a graphic 
animation being used 
in schools in the town 
which shows a naked 
man and woman in an 
intimate embrace while 
a voiceover explains 
sex. 

Emma Clarke, whose 
six-year-old son goes 
to a primary school in 
Northampton, said ma¬ 
terial such as the Liv¬ 
ing and Growing DVD, 
produced by Channel 
4, should not be shown 
to primary school chil¬ 
dren. 

She said: “I think 
parents need to be made 
more aware of what 
is being taught in 
schools. 

“If most people actu¬ 
ally viewed what their 
children were being 
taught I think they 
would be quite shocked. 
In my opinion, showing 
children this sort of sex¬ 
ual imagery is a form of 
sexual abuse. 

“What we are worried 
about is that the mate¬ 



rial is showing children 
how to have sex. 

“There have already 
been instances of chil¬ 
dren going home and 
typing the words they 
have learnt into their 
web browsers when they 
have got home and have 
brought up all sorts of 
pornographic mate¬ 
rial.” 

Conservative MP for 
South Northampton¬ 
shire, Andrea Leadsom, 
is backing the mother’s 
campaign and said that 
parents should be able 
to have their say and be 
“actively aware of what 
kind of sex education is 
being taught 
to their chil¬ 
dren.” 

Mrs Lead¬ 
som said: “I 
would like to 


make sure that any ma¬ 
terial taught in primary 
schools is appropriate, 
not sexually explicit and 
not exploitative of our 
young children. 

“I want to see a sys¬ 
tem where parents take 
a decision on whether to 
allow their children to 
be taught sex education 
and ‘opt in’ to the les¬ 
sons rather than having 
to ‘opt out’ as is the case 
at the moment.” 

“Sex education is very 
important but the right 
sex education at the 
right age is also very im¬ 
portant.

has say 


SATURDAY shoppers 
lined up to have their 
say on new plans for the 
redevelopment of the 
Grosvenor Centre. 

The town centre shopping 
mall was packed on the second 
day of the public consultation 
for plans put forward by the 
site’s owners, Legal & Gen¬ 
eral. 

The firm has revealed new 
regeneration plans which 
show how much the town cen¬ 
tre would change if the Grey- 
friars bus station was demol¬ 
ished and 60 new shops were 
built in its place. 

Hundreds of shoppers 
stopped to take in the com¬ 
pany’s presentation of the 
new proposals and give their 
views. 

Edith Hall, aged 68, from 
Kingsthorpe said she would 
like to see bigger shops with 
a variety of items for sale, 
including department store 
John Lewis and T J Hughes. 

She said: “The town centre 
currently doesn’t have what I 
need. I have to travel further 
afield to get it.” 

Thirty-year-old Ben Crouch, 
from Northampton, was 
pleased with how the plans ap¬ 
peared and said: “It looks like 


an improvement and should 
bring more variety to the town 
centre. I think that will bring 
people from outside the area 
into the town.” 

He said he would like to see 
more fashion shops, including 
brands such as Zara, Hollister 
and Abercrombie & Fitch, 
which lined the public sugges¬ 
tion board. 

Abby Cox, aged 20, from 
Duston said she wants to see 
more younger fashion labels 
to bring the centre up to date. 

Some residents raised con¬ 
cerns about plans for the bus 
station and 70-year-old Delia 
Wilkins from Kingsthorpe 
said she wasn’t sure if the pro¬ 
posed sites were big enough. 

Legal & General’s senior 
fund manager, Simon Rus¬ 
sian, was on hand to answer 
shoppers’ questions about the 
plans. 

He said: “It’s going really 
well and it’s been really busy. 
Saturday is the busiest shop¬ 
ping day anyway and we get 
a different type of shopper 
on Saturday so we are getting 
some really good feedback. 

“There’s lots more families 
here today who want to know 
what we are going to do for 
them. We are getting a good 
cross section of views.”

End in sight for jams 


A "NIGHTMARE" traffic 
situation in Northamp¬ 
ton which has seen long 
tailbacks of frustrated 
drivers stuck at tempo¬ 
rary traffic lights in nu¬ 
merous parts of the town 
is set to end, the county 
council's highways chief 
has pledged. 

Joe Matthews, chairman 
of the Northampton Hackney 
Carriage Association, said the 
current amount of roadworks 
in the town, including The 
Mounts, Cliftonville and Bed¬ 
ford Road were creating long 
delays for drivers. 

He said: “It’s a nightmare 
but it’s just something we have 
to put up with at the moment. 
We try to drive round the road¬ 
works as much as possible but 
that puts fares up. 

“The worst area of town is 
round The Mounts and Bill¬ 
ing Road as you can be stuck 
in traffic forever there and 
the lights seem to drag on and 


on. 

But Councillor Heather 
Smith, cabinet member re¬ 
sponsible for highways, said 
the reason so many roadwork 
projects were currently being 
carried out at the same time 
was the good weather and the 
fact that Government fund¬ 
ing for many infrastructure 
projects runs out at the end of 
the financial year on March 
31. 

Councillor Smith said: “You 
can only do roadworks when 
the weather permits you to do 
it. 

“We normally do most of 
it in the spring and summer 
months but when the weather 
is good we can bring them for¬ 
ward. 

“We get funding from cen¬ 
tral Government and we’ve got 
to spend it before the end of 
the financial year or we we’ll 
lose it. 

“The majority of the 
schemes we are trying to get 
finished off have come from 
Government or West North¬ 


amptonshire Development 
Corporation funding.” 

Councillor Smith said the 
situation could be very differ¬ 
ent next year as a lot of the 
areas of public funding for 
infrastructure were no longer 
available due to different sys¬ 
tems of funding introduced by 
the new Government. 

Councillor Smith said that, 
in light of the funding cuts, 
the county council highways 
department would be focus¬ 
ing on securing money for the 
“Kingsthorpe corridor” im¬ 
provements. 

She said: “We won’t be able 
to do as much in the next finan¬ 
cial year. 

“We are bidding for any form 
of Government funding that 
appears but we won’t be able to 
undertake as many schemes as 
we have done. 

“The one thing we are hop¬ 
ing to do is improvements for 
the Kingsthorpe corridor. We 
had funding in place last year 
but couldn’t carry on as it fell 
through.”

A skirmish between the legion¬ 
naires and the heathens at the 
beginning of the film, the latter 
charging into the fray on chariots 
with blades affixed to wheels, is 
thrillingly captured by cinematog¬ 
rapher Anthony Dod Mantle and 
editor Justine Wright. 

Blood and mud spatter the camera 
lens as swords clash and sinews 
ripple, at least one soldier losing a 
limb as those horse-drawn 
carriages scythe through Roman 
defences. 

Underpinning the barbarism is the 
unlikely friendship between master 
and slave, whose distrust must 


be put to one side as they venture 
north of Hadrian’s Wall, in search 
of a military trophy. 

In 120 AD, the entire Ninth 
Legion disappears without trace in 
Scotland and its standard, a golden 
eagle, is lost forever to the eternal 
shame of Rome. 

The commander of those soldiers 
also vanishes and 20 years later, his 
son, Marcus Aquila (Tatum), 
accepts a posting in Roman-occu¬ 
pied southern Britain in order to 
learn the truth about his father’s 
demise. 

The young soldier is badly injured 
protecting his men and he recuper¬ 
ates with the help of his uncle (Don¬ 
ald Sutherland) and slave boy Esca 
(Jamie Bell), whom Aquila saves 
from certain death in the gladiator’s 
ring. 

“I hate you and everything you 
stand for but you saved my life, and I 
must serve you,” seethes Esca. 

Once he has regained his strength 


and mobility, Aquila heads north 
in search of answers accompanied 
by Esca, a member of the tribe of 
savages responsible for slaying the 
Ninth. 

The Eagle hinges on the rapport 
between the leads and Tatum is 
impressive, bringing a brooding 
physicality and emotional vulner¬ 
ability to his role. 

Bell pales by comparison but gets 
his moment to shine in a touching 
scene, when Esca defies the orders 
of Aquila and refuses to leave the 
badly wounded Roman to his un¬ 
timely fate. 

With Tatum and Sutherland cast as 
Romans, British co-stars must adopt 
unconvincing American accents for 
the sake of continuity. 

Mark Strong comes off worst as 
one of the long lost members of the 
Ninth, who charges into battle to 
protect Aquila in his hour of need. 
Thankfully his swordplay is more 
polished.

I ORE people paid their own money 
for a Hyundai ilO last year than for 
any of its competitors, and now 
there’s a freshened up model to help keep it 
that way 

You probably won’t spot the subtle 
changes to the bumpers and wheel trims on 
Hyundai’s baby or clock the new blue in¬ 
strument lighting or chromed door handles 
inside the car. 

What you will notice, should you venture 
into a Hyundai showroom, is an addition to 
the fleet in the shape of the ilO Blue, with 
a new engine so light in tailpipe pollution 
it laughs at the London congestion charge 
and costs nothing to tax. 

But a word of caution, before this little 
eco champion tempts you to sign on the 
line; there is probably a different ilO in the 
new range that will suit you better. 

The revised ilO spans the price range 
£8,195 to £9,595 and makes a convincing 
case for not choosing the new ultra-eco 
Blue model, unless you spend your time 
rushing into central London. 

Then, you’d save a useful £10 each 
weekday and feel slightly smug as the car’s 
engine automatically cut out to save fuel 
when you stopped at the lights, and started 
again when you dipped the clutch. 

You might even enjoy the thrum of its new 
three-cylinder engine and be surprised how 
well it pulled when you naughtily accelerated 
as the lights turned amber and you rushed to 
beat the red. 

For almost any other ilO buyer, the extra 
cost of this ultra green Blue 1.0 litre ver¬ 
sion makes it a no-no in the running costs 
stakes. 

At £9,195 it looks decidedly dear against 
the better equipped, faster and only mar¬ 
ginally less economical Active model on 
test today 

This version keeps the old 1.2 litre en¬ 


gine, lightly tweaked for a bit more power, 
and still promises better than 50mpg in 
everyday use and feels more relaxed when 
town turns to country and there are motor¬ 
ways to contemplate. 

No buyer of a new ilO will pay road tax 
for the first year. 

The ilO Blue keeps it that way from 
year two, but the £20 demanded of anyone 
buying the larger engined car is scarcely a 
consideration. 

No wonder Hyundai expects only five 
buyers in every 100 to take the Blue route. 

Hyundai made a killing from the 
government’s scrappage scheme, selling 
thousands of ilO models on the back of the 
£2,000 rebate for chopping in an old car. 

It says something about the way the car 
was received that sales have stayed strong 
since scrappage was stopped. 

No wonder really 

Here is a (snug) five-seater with a 
half-decent boot that comes equipped 
with more than you’d expect for the 
price (air con on every one, along 
with electric windows, central 
locking and iPod plug in), enough 
performance not to embarrass you 
and a warranty that makes most of 
the opposition look mean. 

The five year, unlimited mileage 
warranty is transferrable to a new 
owner and includes five years 
RAC roadside assistance and a 
month’s European travel cover, 
along with annual vehicle health 
checks. 

And on top of that, the ilO is 
a decent drive, easily capable of 
cutting it in a crowded city centre 
or making light work of motorway 
overtaking. 

It ain’t flash, but a more sensible 
buy is hard to imagine.

“We had him on the bench 
at Bradford but we didn’t 
want to risk playing him 
for a long period because 
it was a bit of a gamble. 
We’ve got enough numbers 
at the minute but the num¬ 
bers that count are the 11 
you put out on the pitch.” 

Town showed definite 
signs of improvement in the 
1-1 draw at Bradford last 
weekend. Johnson is hop¬ 
ing the side will go a step 
further when they entertain 
the Gulls, with another solid 
week on the training ground 
ideally providing them with 
the tools to secure a first win 
since February 1. 

“I like to think it’s com¬ 
ing together,” he said. 
“Results don’t always 
show that, but the boys do 
know what we’re trying to 
get through to them and 
I think they’re enjoying 
what we’re doing.”
